The Cabinet appears to be standing 
on the verge of decisions it had avoided 
until now which might endanger the 
future of the National Unity Coalition 
Government.

ISRAEL MEMO AT 
UN. AMPLIFIES 
EBAN'S 9 POINTS 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — A l2-page 
memorandum amplifying tre ninc points 
outlined by Foreign Minister Eban in his 
speech to the Security Council on October 
8, hag been circulated to various U.N. de- 
legations as wel] as Egypt and Jordan. 

It emphasises that peace can be built up 
enly through Arab-Israeli agreement and 
not through proposals or assurances from 
the outside, 

It also states that unilateral declara- 
tions between the parties are not a sub- 
stitute for agreement between them. 

The memorandum yays the Egypt-Israel 
agreement "must be signified and designat- 
ed by the parties as the formal cstablish- 
ment of peace and termination of the 20- 
year-old conflict.” 

It says Egypt should declare. that it 
“acknowledges the sovereignty” of: Israel, 
and vice versa, and each should declare 
that the Suez Canal and the Strait of 
Tiran are open to navigation by all coun- 
tries. 


HANDED THROUGH JARRING 

The confidential] document was handed 
by Mr. Eban to Dr, Jarring tn New York 
on Tuesday tn response to a request from 
Egypt's Foreign Minister Mahmoud Riad 
through the envoy that the principles he 
put in writing and further explained. 

Dr. Jarring passed ft along to Riad and 
Jordan's Foreign Minister Abdul Moncm 
Rifai. Egypt gave copies ta other Arab 
representatives In New York on Saturday 
and said he would reply in two or three 
days. 

Last week, Riad emphasized that Egypt 
wanted a “timetable" for (he implementa- 
tion of the U.N. resolution of last Novem- 
ber, and that he was willing for Dr. Jar- 
Ting to fix the priorities as tong as Israel's 
withdrawal was carried out within three 
months. The Security Council should super- 
vise and guarantee such implementation. 

Israel's memorandum asks that Egypt 
give Dr. Jarring a “precise and authorita- 
tive formulation” of its position in writing, 
something he still lacks.

Sabry gains new 
power in Cairo 
party election 


CAIRO. — All Sabry, Left-wing former 
Premier, has gained a dominant position in 
Egyptian politics by coming out on top in 
leadership elections for the Arab Soctalist 
Union, the country’s only political party. 
He won an overwhelming percentage of 
votes for a seat og the Supreme Execu- 
tive Committee of the Union. He was fol- 
lowed in the polling by Vice-President 
Hlussein Shafel, one of the 12 army 
officers who collaborated with Nas- 
ser to overthrow King Farouk in 1952. 
The results were announced late on Satur- 
day night. 

The intention was to select a 10-man 
executive, but only eight won the requi- 
site majority. Foreign Affairs adviser 
Mahmoud Fawzi and the National As- 
sembly Speaker, Anwar Sadat, were also 
elected. 

The electicos marked the final stage in 
the reform of the Union ordered by Nas- 
ser last spring after popular demonstra- 
tions calling for polling changes. He ad- 
nutted that the party, formed five years 
ago to represent all sections of national 
life, had lost touch with the masses and 
needed a “top to bottom shake-up.” 

The Executive, which will hold its first 
meeting today, is cxpected to be hardly 
less influential than the Cabiiet in run- 
ning Egypt's foreign and domestic policy. 

Sabry's success is seen by Cairo observ- 
ers as a further step towards strengthen- 
ing Egyptian tles with Moscow. 

In an earlier election President Nasser 
was unanimously elected chairman of the 
party. (AP, Reuter)

‘Western observers are pessimistic on 
two counts. First, further successes by 
Mr. Moczar and the Partisans could deal 
the final blow to the few remaining 
1956 reforms and end all hopeg of an 
evolutionary progressto more liberal con~ 
ditions. And this in turn could provoke 
8. highly explosive situation internally. 
Auy popular uprising would bring an au- 
tomatic aud much more brutal interven- 
tion by the Russians than was the case 
ἀπ Czechoslovakia, because Moscow con- 
Siders Poland a far more important buf- 
fer against the Germans.

Sir, — It was stimulating to read Mr. 
M, Ater’s article on the Teva take-over 
by Assia in your October 6 issue, 

It-is perhaps the first time in Ierael 
that a healthy firm has been forced to 
merge with ἃ competitor or another 
Manufacturer, but I certainly hope that 
it is not the last time, This is a very 
healthy trend, which indicates a dynamic 
ecomomy and alert managements, that 
keep looking for growth both internally 
and externally through acquisitions and 
mergers. The U.S. economy ig setting 
the pattern in this direction, ang Europe 
45 following suit. As for Israel, it will 
keep our lethargic enterprises and their 
Managements on thelr toes, and indeed 
this is what we need, rather than tak- 
ing things for granted and relying on 
“seniority.” 

AHow me to briefly rectify a few 
inaccuracies in Mr. Ater’s article re- 
garding the role of International Rectifier 
in the take-over story. 

Tt is true that LR. was considering 
Teva 835 an acquisition candidate. The 
deal fell through not because of the In- 
dustrial Development Bank refusal to 
participate, but because of an unfortunate 
Israeli disease called red tape, or bureau- 
cracy.

“I'm concerned with the defence of 
America.” said Mr. Klutznick, “and I 
think it's on the Suez today, as once it 
wes on the Rhine.” He thinks Jew and 
non-Jew alike should realize that the only 
counterbalance to Soviet influence in the 
Mid@le Hast is Israel. “Without Israel, the 
entire U.S. Sixth Fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean is meaningless.”

Democratic Senator J. William Ful- 
bright of Arkansas, a persistent critic of 
Administration policy in Vietnam, is seen 
as an easy winner. Arkansas voters, how- 
ever, seem to favour third-party candi- 
date Wallace and if their dissatisfaction 
with the two major parties filters down, 
it could mean a defeat for the Chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. 

Republican Barry M. Goldwater, heavy 
loser to President Johnson in the 1964 
presidential election, seems a certainty to 
return to the Senate. The senfor Arizona 
Senator, Democrat Carl Hayden, has re- 
tired from the seat he held for 42 years.

“Milve Breirah” pays too much

Ove of the gratifying symptoms of 
the Israel economy is the rather ra- 
Pid decline of the once excessively Iugh, 
Short-term interest rates. Less than two 
years ago, when the bill brokerage mar- 
ket was at a buoyant high, the borrower 
had to pay anything hetween 16 and 26 
fer cent on bills. The investor who pro- 
vided the ready cash received of course 
substantially jess, especially after taxes. 
but nevertheless enjoyed a high return 
on his money. 

Demand at those high rates could hard- 
ly be satisfied. Bill brokerage was quick- 
Iv becoming the maln source of addi- 
tional credit in Israel. 

‘This is all happily past history. The 
economy is liquid again, credit is more 
easily available. The rates for blll broker- 
age have come down drastically for both 
borrower and lender. The market itself 
has lost much of its former importance. 
This ig all to the good. 

The chief competitor of bill brokerage 
for the abuadancy of money presently 
available — the short-term loans offered 
by the Bank of Israel — has also reduced 
its over-generous terms. In various stages 
the Interest paid on three-month loans 
were reduced to 53, per cent; that on 
six months to 64, per cent, and the 
rate for annual loans has come down to 
63, per cent. On 18-month loans the in- 
vestor receives ἃ return of 7/4 per cent 

As these rates are net after all taxes 
have been paid, they are still fairly high. 
Almost as high — and in some cases 
where high taxes are du2 — even higher 
than those on bills guaranteed by banks. 

Short-term loans of the Bank of Israel 
are certainly not inferior to bills and 
they represent a more liquid and more 
easily negotiable investment. Moreover, 
witereas rates payable on bills have contl- 
πυρᾷ to drop during 19468, the Bank of 
Israel has been offering the same nigh 
rates for many months. 

Small wonder that the demand for the 
Bank of Israel short-term loans is rising. 
More than 500 million pounds are out- 
standing at present. The longer-term loans 
of 18 months, with generous terms, are 
in strong demand. 

Quite naturally, one asks, if demand is 
ao strong, why does the Bank of Israel 
keep the rates frozen? Why does it not 
follow the example of the bill market 
and continue lowering the rates on the 
lv+. + Jered to the public, keeping sup- 
ply and demand balanced, avoiding the 
over-subseription that occurs regularity at 
Present and., yaving the taxpayer ἃ 
pretty venny? The answer to these ob- 
vious uestions is the competition the 
Bank of Israel fears trom the optional 
loans, the so-called Milve Breirah. 

The Milve Breirah which is regularly 
offered by the Government to the invest- 
ing public, is a medium-term loan of 
Yive years' duration that does not pay 
annual Interest, but is redeemed in one 
Payment after five years at 166.67 
per cent. As 25 per cent tax is deducted 
from the interest incremeut of 66.67 per 
cent the investor receives 150 per cent 
net after five years, 

simple calculation shows that Milve 
Breirah yields about 10.7 per cent per 
annum before and 8.4 per cent after 
taxes. These are already high yields, but 
it van be stated that by ἃ simple trick 
most holders of Milve Breirah do not pay 
any wmecome tax on the interest, conse- 
‘av le benefiting from the extraordinartly 
high net-after-tax-yleld of more than 10 
per cent, 

The trick ts called bond-washing, a tech- 
nique well known abroad. Bond-washing 
takes advantage of the fact that Income 
on an investment is usually taxable 
whereas an Increase In value is not. Just 
before a coupon Iy due, on which the 
owner has to pay a high income tax, 
the bond is sold to somebody who pays 
& low income tax or better still no in- 
come tax at all After the coupon has 
been cut the bond is sold back to the 
original owner at a lower price — less 
coupon. The Treasury recelves less in- 
come or no tax at all. The amount of 
money saved by this bond-washing process 
is divided between the buyers and sellers 
of the bonds In question, not ulways 
equally. 

Abroad, where interest is usually paid 
twice annually on loans, bond-washing 
is ἃ regular business, Governnieots have 
tried to formulate laws against this prac- 
tice, which sometimes robs the Treasury 
of a sizable part of its tax revenue. 
This is, however, not un easy matter, 
as there are usually many loopholes in 
the regulations. 

We in Israel huve done exactly the 
opposite. We have made bond-washing 
10 times more attractive. By paying 
interest on the Milve Breirah not twice 
annually but enly once in five years — 
which is easier of course for the loan 
administration up to 16 per cent

can be earned by the bond-washer with- 
put much trouble. 

Anybody who buys Milve Breirah and 
is liable to pay taxes on income has 
only to sell his investment before the 
due date In the open market, that is on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, to ἃ non- 
taxpayer. In Israel the approved funds — 
pension funds, severance pay funds, etc. 
— do not pay taxes. They and the secu- 
rity dealer: usually gladly buy Wile 
Breirah on the Stock Exchange before 
the due date if the yield te them ex- 
ceeds say 11 or 12 per cent per annum. 
This Is easily the case with present quo- 
tations for Milve Breirah, leaving the 
seller yields of around 10 per cent. 

As no tax is being paid on this yield 
because it results from a price increase 
enly and not from an income coupon, the 
yield on Milve Breirah ig in practice 
around 10 per cent or more for every- 
body. 

Besides a very high yleld for ἃ medium- 
term bond -- about 3 per cent above 
the already high yleld {73 per cent) for 
the longest (18 months) short-term Bank 
of Israel loam — the Milve Breirah car- 
nies another welcome feature for the in- 
vestor. It is also index-linked at a much 
lower rate, with repayment after five 
years at 126.67 per cent before. or 
120 per cent after taxes, ylelding 4.7 per 
cent gross and 36 per cent net, plus 
any cost-of-living increase, during the five 
year period. 

If the cost-of-living index should rise 
by more than 5 per cent every year it 
could be to the advantage of the Milve 
Breirah to ask for repayment based on 
the lower interest rate plus cost-of-living 
increment rather than to ask for the 
high interest only. 

Tt is clear that the conditions of the 
Milve Breirah are overly-generous in the 
Present liquid state of the money and 
capital markets. They were probably cor- 
rect three or four years ago, when en- 
tirely different circumstances prevailed. To- 
day, however, a reduction in the interest 
rate of Milve Breirah and the use of an- 
nual or semi-annual coupons, te make 


bond-washing less attractive is highly 
desirable. 

Three arguments against reducing the 
interest rate on Milve Breirah are usual- 
ly heard, First, it is argued, if saving 
is made less attractive people will save 
less. This js only partly true. Most peo- 
Ple will save when 2 reasonable relurn 
on thelr money Is offered provided they 
do not fear rising prices, that is, inffation. 
In the non-inflationary atmosphere pre- 
sently prevailing in the country excessive- 
ly high interest rates are not necessary 
to attract savings. 

Secondly, it is often said that the many 
and varied savings schemes of the banks 
are based on the generous return of 
Milee Breirah (The banks are obliged 
to invest the major part of the savings 
extrusted to them under the schemes in 
government loans}. This ls, of course, cor~ 
rect, but it can be stated that many 


savings schemes also offer over-gencrous . 


terras. For future savers these terms can 
no doubt be reduced somewhat without 
really impairing the saving habit. 

Thirdly, it fs argued, the pension funds, 
which are among the buyers of Milve 
Breirah need a high income because of 
thelr heavy obligations. This may be true 
Jn some cases, but that is no reason chat 
the State should subsidize the pension- 
funds In a general way by paying them 
unnaturally high interest rates on their 
investments. If subsidies are unavoidable, 
every case has to he dealt with on its 
individual merits. The taxpayers’ money 
cannot be simply strewn about. 

Consequently a strong case can he made 
for reducing the over-generous terms of 
the Milve Breirah and at the same time 
doing away with the evil of bond-wasking. 
As Milve Breirah is the pace-setter for 
the whole capital market in Israel this 
would lead to 2 healthier situation in 
that market in general, How the introduc- 
tion of more reasonable terms for Milve 
Breirah would affect the prices and 
yields on other bonds and shares will be 
discussed in a second article,

Riklis sued for securities leak

The Chairman of Glen Alden, Mr. Me- 
Shullam Rikls, and other Board members 
of the company have been charged in the 
Federal Court in New York with giving 
“material information" about itself and 
other companies in which it has an in- 
terest to selected customers, (Mr. Riklis, 
45, a native of Tel Aviv who went to the 
United States in 1947, started there as a 
Hebrew teacher, and went on to become 
one of the giants of American corporate 
finance. 

A shareholder of the company has filed 
a $1.5m, damage suit against Mr. Riklis 
and his alleged accomplices, and the Se- 
curity Exchange Commission hag filed a 
complaint against all of the company’s 
directors charging violation of the disclo- 
fone Provision of the Securities Act of 

Glen Alden allegedly supplied to the In- 
vestors Variable investment company in- 
side {nformation enabling it to buy 92,700 
shares of Schenley Industries, the famous 
liquor concern, at $63 each, knowing that 
a few days later a takeover hid of $80 
per share would be made. 

The whole affair seems to be part of 
the battle for control of Schenley. Glen 
Alden, @ so-called diversifed company, 
tried for many years to acqure the con- 
trolling interest in Schenley from its chair- 
man, Mr. Lewis Rosenstiel. The tinal trans- 
actlon involved payment of no less than 
$75.6m. to Mr. Rosenstiel and his asso- 
ciates. To provide the ready cash, Glen 
Alden borrowed $61m. from commercial 
banks. 

According to allegationg made in the 
sult, Glen Alden agreed to pay “‘finders 
fees" to two men: Joseph Lubin, an ac- 
countant, and Jack Rosen, a lawyer. Mr. 
Lublin, who contributed materially to the 
consummation of the agreement was to 
receive $4m., while Mr. Rosen was in for 
a fee of $im.

U.N. help in 


science teaching 


THREE-year technical assistance pro- 

ject to aid the creation of a new 
Israel Science Teaching Institute is to 
start at the beginning of 1969, if ap- 
proved by the General Council of the U.N. 
Special Fund, according to a spokesman 
of the Resident Representative’g Office in 
Jerusalem. : 

The U.N.'s contribution will be $300,000, 
and the Israel component IL600,000. The 
institute sponsored by the Hebrew 
‘University. and the Weizmann Institute 
— will train science teachers and develop 
instruction methods in physics, chemistry 
and mathematics. 

Three other Special Fund projecty are 
running in Israel — an Industrial Research 
Centre in Haifa (aided by Unido, the 
UN. Industrial Development Organisation}; 
a Small Industries Advisory Service in 
Tel Aviv (aided by the International Labour 
Office); and a research project in the 
Negev on the use of electrodialysis for 
the desalination of brackish waters (aided 
by the U.N. Office of Technical Coopera- 
tlon). 

Altogether there will be hetween 25 and 
30 foreign U.N. experts in Israel this 
year, and 46 Israelis will hold training 
fellowships abroad, in subjects that In- 
elude atomic energy, computer research 
and electronics. 

The three Specia} Fund projects men- 
tloned above received an allocation of over 
$3m. spread over three or four years. The 
conventional programme  (non-Special 
Fund) had a budget of $400,000 to cover 
1967 and 1968 but this will be reduced to 
$360,000 (or $120,000 a vear) for 1969-71. 


Europe looks 
to expansion 


iE Serusriem Poxt Eeonomic Editor ὦ 
AFTER a period of sluggish economic 
=+ growth, European countries plan to speed 
up business activity in 1969. France is 
expected to play the leading role in this 
respect, heading for a 7 per cent increase 
of GNP in real terms. The main reason 
for this expansion is the Impact of high- 
eT wages granted under the pressure of 
last May's strikes, which are due to re- 
guilt in inereased consumer spending. 
While prices have been rising at an 
annual rate of 4 per cent since May, 
most of the 13 per cent added to the 
nation’s wage bill are expected to be 
turned into additional goods and services, 
enabling French industry to boost output, 
to absorb unemployed labour. and to 
make substantial new investments. 

In Italy the GNP fs not expected to 
grow more than 5 per cent In the cur- 
rent year (compared with 6 per cent In 
1967). but next year's target has been 
raised to 5.5 per cent. The main expan- 
sionary drive is to come from a big in- 
crease in government spending on rail- 
roads and subway lines. and credits to pri- 
vate investment projects. 

Both the German and Belgian GNP are 
expected to grow by 4.5 per cent. In 
Belgium industrial investments have been 
increasing of late due to attractive in- 
centives to foreign projects bringing ad- 
vanced knowhow. In Germany the major 
reasons for increased investments have 
been industrial spending on computers 
and modern technology. Also important 
is an ambitious road construction pro-

T= Republic of Ireland is preparing 
8 frontal onslaught against the State 
of Israel with the same degree of Gaelic 
tenacity. with which it won its inde- 
pendence from Great Britain — only this 
time the objective is tourism. 

Members of the Irish Tourist Board 
are convinced that the tremendous rap- 
port existing between the Irish and Is- 
raelt people can be utilized to creat2 
two-way traffic between the two coun~- 
tries. Irish tourist officials have noted 
that there ig a great deal of Israeli 
tourist movement to London, and they 
believe that this traffic can be directed 
to Ireland as well. 

Besides the famous Irish lyricism and 
wit, the soft green countryside which 
contrasts so markedly with the often 
stark panoramas of Israel, and the fa- 
moua Irish hospitality, Ireland has a few 
very distinctive features to offer “Israeli 
tourists. 


In the first instance, once in Europe, 


- Ireland is close. It is only 55 minutes 


away by air from London and there are 
nearly flights between London and 
Dublin at convenient prices. 

The Irish also also deeply sympathetic to 
Israel and appreciative of Israeli indus- 
triousness and productivity. Historically. 
the two peoples find much in common 
including religious persecution, wars for 
survival and national and cultural resur- 
gence. Proponents of re-establishing 
Irish or Gaelic as a national language 
point hopefully to Israel where Hebrew 
was successfully resurrected after a 
slumber of 2,000 years.

Mr. Sharef noted that despite increased 
local demand exports rose, including an 
increase of 33 per cent in industrial ex- 
ports.

With an expected 4 per cent 
rise In output per capita, the GNP would

Solel Boneh sells 
U.P.S. to Ports 


Jerusalem Post Laubuur Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut yesterday 
decided to transfer its business interests 
in Haifa harbour to the state Ports Au- 
thority. The federation ordered Solel Boneh 
to sell its Haifa subsidiary — the United 
Ports Serviceg to the Ports Authority. 

The decision was based on the findings 
of a committee ied by Deputy Finance 
Minister Zvi Dinstein, appointed a few 
weeks ago by Premier Eshkol, and the 
report of the Histadrut economic expert, 
Mr. Ya‘acov Levinson. According to the 
Histadrut spokesman, the deciston was in- 
fluenced hy a letter from Premier Eskkol 
to Histadrut Secretary-General Aharon 
Becker, in which the Prime Minister urged 
the take-over. 

A prime argument was that Sole] Boneh 
could not longer bear the heavy financial 
commitments involved in operating Haifa 
harbour. The decision, made public by Mr. 
Beeker last night, noted that the earlier 
proposal for a partnership between Solel 
Boneh and the Ports Authority had proven 
unworkable, and the U.P.S. could no longer 
carry on by itself. 

The vote on this decision won support 
in writing from 12 members of the Central 
Committee, which did not convene because 
of the Lahour-Mapam negotiations. Bow- 
ever, three Mapam members declined to 
participate in the vote as aid Labour 
Party members Berl Repetur and Shaul 
Ben-Simchon, Another Labour member, 
Gad Yaacobi, only supported part of the 
decision.

HAIFA, — The manager of the Port 
Authority's Shinoa cargo handling com- 
pany yesterday called on the stevedores’ 
committee to reconsider their objections 
to the mechanical handling courses. 

He also warned the men's leaders that 
they would have to bear full responsibility 


for the consequences of their non-coopera- |‘ 


tion both, to the management and the men 
they represent, who would lose the chance 
the new management is giving them for 
professional advancement, higher earnings, 
and & fairer sharing of the toughest jobs 
in the port. 

Mr. Zafrir warned that the workers 
could not expect the management to stand 
by all its undertakings towards them, if 
their own representatives didnot live up to 
the agreements they had made with the 
management. He noted that their refusal 
to cooperate fully might make it impos- 
sible for the port to handle the greatly 
increased cargo volume expected this 
winter, and they would thus have to bear 
the responsibility for all the economical 
and security damage the country might 
suffer through delays in cargo handling, 
congestion, surcharges, etc. 

They would also be responsible for the 
damage to the port's good name, and con- 
sequent diversion of ships, as well as 
towards the physically ‘limited workers, 
who through the management's reorganiza- 
tion would get a chance for lighter jobs. 

It will be recalled that last Wednesday, 
the workers’ committee at the last mo- 
ment went back on its earlier agreement 
that the 120 candidates for the first equip- 
ment handling course were to be chosen 
on the strength of psycho-technical tests 
and their own seniority. Instead the com- 
mittee demanded that the cholce be mado 
according to the varlous sectors, which 
would perpetuate the very situation that 
the new management considers incom- 
patible with its efforts to reorganize the 
port, make possible labour mobility and 
thus raise efficiency and enable the har- 
bour to cope with the greatly increased 
amount of work expected this winter. 

Mr, Zafrir sent his appeal and warning 
ἴω the commiitee in writing, because the 
men's secretary, “had no time” to see him 
on the matter.

Kollek tells UJA of 
Jerusalem’s problems 


Mayor Teddy Kollek and Hebrew 
University President Avrahani Harman 
yesterday described how re-united Jeru- 
salem serves as a sounding hoard for the 
problems and the spirit of post-war Israel}. 

In addresses to 450 American Jewish 
leaders on the 1éth annual United Jewish 
Appeal study mission. Mayor Kollek and 
Mr, Harman outlined the problems of im- 
migrant absorption, education, social we!- 
faré, security and daily relations with the 
Arabs. 


Mr. Kollek noted that half of Jeru- 
salem's population is comprised of immi- 
grants or children of immigrants who 
arrived during the past 20 years, must of 
them from hackward Mosiem countries. 
He cited Jerusalem's soaring hirth-rate, 
about twice the rate of Tel Aviv and 
Haifa, and the problem of illiteracy which 
is greater than in either of Israel's other 
cities. With respect to the Arabs, he de- 
elared that the provlem of co-existence 
was aggravated by the fact that the 
city's Arab population has increased a5 4 
result of the Six Day War. 


“On the whole, our problems are great, 
but the successes we have already had In 
solving them show that we are_on the 
right track," Mayor Kollek said. He noted 
that $100m. worth of housing has been 
built for the immigrants and that projects 
are now under way to restore existing 
housing, to provide recreational facilities 
and to improve streets and pavements in 
an effort ta prevent deterioration into 
slums. “Little of this would have been 
possible without your help,” he toid his 
audience at a lureheon in Binyanei Ha- 
“paren, 


in discussing the Arab problem, Mayor 


Koallek said; "The question is not whether 
to integrate but whether Jews and Arabs. 
ean live together.” He declared that there 
have been “remarkably few incidents, 
indicating thut the Arabs here are oot 
inclined towards settling their preblems 
by violence." 

Mr. Harman, speaking in the quditorluin 
of the Hebrew University campus on 
Mount Scopus, said the flourishing of the 
jastitutiun as “a university in exile’ ja 
temporary quarters during the 20-year 
partition of strusulem showed that "where 
you have neople, you have lite: where you 
have faculty und students, yuu can varry 
on.” He goted, however, that the univer- 
sity was heavily burdesed by the national 
problems of immigrant absorption and 


defence.

Herman. the mission members were led 
in prayer at the Western Wali by ΠΗ 
Simon Rapeiko, of the Israc! Chaplaincy 
Corps. Later, they walked through tie

still at liberty

HAIFA. — A proposal to prepare ἃ 
auestionnaire on which many 
thousands of Jewish survivors of Nazi 
concentration camps and other forms of 
persecution. now living in the U.S. and 
Canada, are to be asked to give evidence 
against Nazi criminals, has been made 
by Mr. Touvia Friedman, of the Docu- 
mentation Centre here. Of these sur- 
vivors, he said, less than 10 per cent 
only had far given evidence. 

A delegation of the German Attorney 
General's Office in Ludwigshurg for the 
investigation of Nazi war crimes had re- 
cently returned from Moscow where it 
had been given access to German ar- 
chives and had found there tens of thou- 
sands of documents containing evidence 
against war criminals who had not been 
mown until now, Mr. Friedman said. 
The Ludwigsburg office was now studying 
his proposal to obtain evidence also from 
the Jewish survivors in North America. 

Altogether the names of a quarter cf 8 
million Nazi criminals were known to the 
German authorities, Of these 2,000 had 
been sentenced to perlods of imprison- 
ment varying from one year to life terms. 
Many more had been acquitted. Bur it 
was not only the Germans who dealt 
leniently with these criminals, but also 
the Russians. 

Mr. Friedman cited the case of an 8.5. 
officer, Walter Mattner, of Austria, who 
had taken part in the murder of 30,000 
Jews in Kiev in the forest of Babi Yar in 
September 1941. Mr. Friedman himself 
had found incriminating evidence against 
him at Mattmer's home in Vienna where 
he had seized his diary. He had handed 
over all evidence against the man to the 
Soviets who had taken Mattner prisoner 
in Poland, 

When in 1955 the U.S.8.R. and Austria 
signed a treaty, the Soviets released 
Mattaer and his henchmen who were now 
free in Austria and had never faced trial. 

The first trial against Germans charged 
with the crimes in Babi Yar was now 
taking Place in Cologne. So far 200 such 
trials had been held in Germany since 
1959 relating to crimes against about one- 
flfth of the 30,000 Jewisit communities in 
Europe whom the Nazis had annihilated. 


Permanent building 
for science museum

nent building for the Science and Techno- 
logy Museum, affiliated to the city’s Mu- 
seum Ha‘aretz at Ramat Aviv, will begin 
shortly, the board of directors announced 
at a Meeting iast week-end. 

Museum Ha'aretz Director Dr. Ben- 
Zion Kadouri reported that the Museum 
has recently acquired a glass bracelet 
dating from the Sth century B.C.E., with 
the seven-branch menora embossed on it. 
He also reported the purchase of a glass 
container from the 2nd century B.C.E., 
which carries the name of its maker, 
something extremely rare. 

The university library has been enlarged 
by some 700 new items, and the Museum 
has also received a grant of IL100,000 
from the James and Edith Ross Founda- 
tion to expand the Museum's Numismatics 
Departnient.

T.A. high school 
system expands 


TEL AVIV. — The municipal high school 
system has been greatly expanded in the 
past few years, the City Department for 
Research and Statistics reports in a survey. 

The expansion is primarily attributed 
to the larger numbers of teenagers in the 
city. In 1948, the survey reveals, there 
were only 17.000 aged 15 to 19 in the city, 
as compared with 28,800 in 1961 and 
39.000 in 1965. Municipal expenditure on 
secondary schools rose fron Id4.3m. in 
1961 to IL9.5m. in 1965. Expenditures to- 
day are estimated at about Tii2m. an- 


nually. 


About 46 per cent of all pupila attend 
municipal high schools, There are some 34 
pupils to a class on the average. Girls are 
a majority in all but vocationa! schools, 
with the boys making up 43 per cent of 
the overall high school population.

Intellect and sincerity placed at 


Jewry’s disposal for 35 years 


THROUGHOUT @ period of over 35 

years of service to the Jewi Εἰ 
in ἃ variety of capacities, ‘Arieh Prehel 
acquired a host of friends and weill-wish- 
ers, all οὐ whom were attracted to him 
by his outstanding qualities, his radiant 
and infectious idealism, and the human 
warmth of his Personality. He believed 
in the triumph of the better instincts 
of his fellow men; he believed, and ne- 
ver ceased to believe, in the worthwhile- 
ness of the struggle for a better human 
society, and he believed in the essential 
need to Jabour for a better future for 
Jews, whom he loved as individuals as 
weil as in their collectivity. 


And so it did not come as a surprise 
to those who knew him i "thir. 
ties in his native Ἐπ ἘΣ early, tale 
Germany when he, 
the son of a com- 
fortable upper mid- 
die-class family, 
decided not to join 
his parents on their 
way to the U.S., in 
order to escape the 
doom of German 
Jewry. He took the 
toad of idealism 
and of service. He 
abandoned his stud- 
ies and trained in 
agricultural labour, 
and he threw in 
halutzim who came to this country 
to build up the land with their very 
own hands, and to make a reality, with- 
in the framework of the kibbutz, of the 
ideals of human equality. 


Arieh was one of the builders of Givat 
Brenner, which has remained one of the 
finest landmarks in Israel of the German- 
Jewish Ploneer Movement. Already quring 
those years, his intense devotion to what- 
ever task he took in hand, and his im- 
mense capacity for making friends and 
human contacts, were noticed, ang he 
was requested to put these qualities at 
the service of his people in wider areas. 

Thus he became a public servant — = 
vocation for which he was eminently suit- 
ed, in which he felt well, and where his 
characteristic qualities and mental capact- 
tles reached full fruition and effect, He 
never looked for the easy. the comfortable 
Jobs: Zionist emissary. to Jewish youth

in Irag, on a basis of quasi-legality, in 
the early ‘forties; the late Moshe Sha- 
rett's trusted Personal Assistant and Chef 
de Cabinet in the Political Department 
cf the Jewish Agency, during the crucial 
Period after World War ΤΙ; from there to 
diplomatic work in France and in Latin 
America, in Austria, in connection with 
Bastern Europe; at the ΤΙΝ, again in 
Latin America, this time as Head of Mis- 
sion, and finally in Canada. 

‘The sources of his success as an Israel] 
diplomat were two-fold: his winning per- 
sonality, his transparent sincerity and 
honesty, coupled with his intellectual ca- 
pacity, won him friends,- and won for 
Israel's case respect and conviction wher- 
ever he went. And his intense applica- 
tion to each task produced indefatigable 
mental and physical energy. His fertile 
mind forever brought forth new ideas, 
and he constantly and almost exuberant- 
iy cast about for new ways of political 
action. 

It is reasonable to suppose that it was 
his nervous physical energy which, over 
the years, made a dent in his heaith. For 
ΘΌΓΑΘ years before his death, he was πὸ 
longer fully iit. From all quarters came 
advice and requests to spare himself 
and take things easy. But, alas, he was 
temperamentally quite incapable of heed- 
ing these calls. When on a visit to Mos- 
cow and Riga he would walk for miles 
in order to find some Russian Jews to 
talk to. During the last 10 months of 
his life he travelled the length and 
breadth of Canada to make new political 
contacts and to search out the far-flung 
tiny Jewish communities whose warmth 
he so loved to share. 

Until, fimaliy, his heart gave out at the 
very early age of 56. 

A devoted servant of his people, a fine 
colleague, a good and ever-helpful friend, 
8 warm human personality — Arieh's 
passing has left a gaping void in our 
midst. May his mremory be blessed. aa

More demonstrations feared 
by Black Power athletes 


MEXICO CITY (Reuter). — There were 
fears here yesterday that “Black Power” 
demonstrations might again mar the Olym- 
pic award ceremonies here if American 
track teams win relay events. 

At least eight athletes have left the U.S. 
Olympic village headquarters here, and 
some have returned to the U.S. following 
‘Thursday’s suspension of the track stars 
Tommie Smith and John Carlos. The two 
staged a “Black Power’ protest during 
the playing of the American nations] an- 
thera after the 200-metre final. 

A U.S, Olympics official yesterday. con- 
fivmed that some athletes had left the vil- 
Tage and some had returned to America, 
but added that this was ‘normal procedure 
at the Games.” Because of commitments 
they might have at home, athletes were- 
allowed to leave before the Games ended 
as long as they had fulfilled their perfor- 
mances, 

He adided that the U.S. Olympic Com- 
mittee was no longer conducting any in- 
quiries into the “Black Power" dispute. "As 
far as we are concerned the whole matter 
is closed.” 

But American athletes said that al- 
though aome of the team had gone because 
of commitments in the U.S., others had 
decided to leave the village 2s a form of 
protest. 

Smith and Carlos disappeared from view 
on Saturday. They had been expected to fly 
out of Mexico, but though they were booked 
on a flight to the U.S., they had not put 
in an appearance at the airport by the 
scheduled time at 5 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon (i a.m. Sunday Israel time). 
Hotels where they had heen Tegistercd 
in the centre of the Capital insisted 
they were no longer there, and Olympic 
officials and teammates said they did not 
know where they were. 

But Mr. Everett Barnes, Acting- 
Director of the U.S. Olympic Comuittee, 
said they would be leaving Mexico yes- 
terday. He said they had booked the 
flights themselves and he did not know 
the details Members on the Committee 


were believed te be anxious for Smith 
aad Carlos to depart as soon as possible. 
But the official line was: “We don't 
know what has happened ta them — aa 
far as we ate concerned the matter is 
closed.” ᾿ : 

Later it was reported that at least 
elght members of the U.S. team had 
left the Olympic Village and some re- 
turned to the U.S., but U.S, officials de- 
nied that the departures had anything to 
do with the “Black Power" protests. 

In another Olympic political develop. 
ment, the Soviet Government newspaper 
“Isvestia" alleged that in order to restore 
calm in the U.S. team, American “sports 
bosses" had promised $20,000 for each 
American Olympic vietory. The news- 
Paper quoted “unofficial information" cir- 
culating in Mexico City. 

Asked to comment, Mr. Barnes said: 
“This is the most fantastically untrue 
statement I have ever heard. It is so 
Fidiculous I don't want to comment on it.”

A police investigation established that 
the couple did not return from the cinema 
by foot, and that the husband was driving 
a red-painted jeep at the time. The jeep's 
owner claimed that he had given it to a 
man named Mohammed Shanir, 24, who 
denicd having given it to Araidi. The 
poltce detained both men on susepicion of 
belng involved in the murder of Mrs.
